WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—@)—+4 
Unanimously championing continued 
freedom of the press, the supreme 
court today invalidated a Louisiana 
newspaper tax imposed during the 
late Huey P. Long’s regime. 


A strongly worded opinion read 
by Justice Sutherland held the levy 
—imposed only on large publications 
—was a “deliberate and caulculated 
device” to restrict the “circulation 
of information. 

Citing the nation’s constitutional 
guarantee of a free press, the court 
added that the Louisiana tax was 
“suspicious” in form, and levied with | 
the ‘‘plain purpose of penalizing pub- | 
lishers.”

In a scorching attack on Japanese 
policy in China, Senator Pittman, 
democrat, Nevada, today advocatcd 
“dominating” naval and air forces for 
the United States. 

The foreign relations committee's 
chairman charged in a formal  ad- 
dress that Japan had violated the 


nine-power Pacific treaty to respect 
territorial integrity. 

His remarks quickly brought Sena- 
democrat, Illinois, to his 
with a forecast of a Russo- 
Japanese alliance for control of 
Asia and exclusion of Americans from 
that continent. 

Ambassador Hirosi Saito declined 
‘to comment directly on Pittman’s 
speech, but told reporters Japan has 
“no intention of closing the door of 
commerce in China to the United 
‘States or any other nation.” 

The Japanese envoy added that 
“our interests broadly and generally 
are not at variance.’ He laughed 
when informed of Lewis’ warning. 

“That is something new and novel 
Saito said. “Up to now all the talk 
has been about the possibility of war 
between Russia and Japan. I do not, 
of course, expect that.” 

“Propagandists” Scored. 

Pittman declared that Japanese 
“propagandists” were “apparently at- 
tempting to influence the good, peace- 
'loving people of this country through 
'deceptive articles and _ threats of 
| war.” He added: 

“Of course, congress will not be 
bulldozed into the abandonment _of 
our national defense, the protection 
of our legitimate foreign trade, or 
our commerce with China, a friendly 
nation that is at peace with us ana 
the rest of the world.”

IN SENATE AIR PROBE 


Inquiry Ordered Following 
Death of Sen. Cutting in 
Plane Crach. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—(/)— 
The Commerce Department’s ground 
aids to aviation were criticized as an 
insufficient and inadequate today by 
witnesses before the senate aviation 
investigation committee. 

The personnel, number of fields and 
the efficiency of radio, lighting and 
weather reporting systems of the de- 
partment were attacked. 

The investigation was ordered by 
the senate after the death of Senator 
Bronson Cutting, of New Mexico, in 
a plane crash last year. 

Paul Brattain, assistant general 
manager of the Eastern Air Lines, 
drew exclamations from some senators 
when he recounted how F. B. Cann 
pilot of a plane going from Jackson- 
ville, Fla., to Charleston, S. C., last 
Thursday night, was forced to turn 
back because of the weather. 

The Jacksonville radio beam, Brat- 
tain said, was “swinging,” with the 
result that Cann, riding the beam, 
went astray. For a time he was 
over the Gulf of Mexico and ultimate- 
ly wound up in Pensacola, Fla., when 
he saw a lighthouse. 

Carl H. Dolan, a committee inves- 
tngator, gave evidence that in one in- 
stance the commerce department em- 
ployes in the Newark district report- 
esd “100 per cent non-compliance” 
with a department bulletin of instruc- 
tions. 

He testified that recently such 
workers have not been required to re- 
port when they comply with bulletins 
because such reports are “too con- 
demning.”

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS

SPOILS WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The upper-strata of diplomacy 

here has picked up some surprising information lately about 
secret European agreements. Most of it cannot be confirmed, of course. 
When nations get together in secret military alliances to divide the spoils 
of expected war, they do not call in witnesses. 

For instance, Birtain is supposed to have succeeded in getting an 
agreenfent from the Mediterranean powers to support the British fleet 
in event Italy attacks British men of war. 

Turkey’s secret price for placing its port and fleet at British dis- 
posal is said to have been the return to Turkey of the six fortified 
Dodecanese islands which Italy took in the war of 1912. Greece is sup- 
posed to have been promised some of the other Dodecanese. What 
Yugoslavia’s share was to be, has not yet been made clear. But at the 
existing values of Mediterranean support, you may be sure it was not 


trivial. | 


SYSTEM These reports betray the probable existence of a secret spoils 

diplomacy exactly like that upon which Italy is now basing 
her Ethiopian campaign. She wants the dark meat in the Ethiopian 
turkey, which she claims she was promised by the British and French 
for coming in the World War on the side of the allies. 

Whether the reports are entirely accurate is not as important now 
as the fact that such reports are filling the rarefied air of diplomacy and 
are accepted as probably being true by persons of great responsibility. 

It explains the determined United States isolation policy, and why it 


is likely to continue. 


ECONOMY An influential congressional leader remained on the front 

pages for weeks last fall with promises to balance the 

budget. He was going to organize a congressional rebellion against 

spending. Unfortunately, he became ill and has not been able to rebel. 

What his associates have accomplished so far in the way revolt may 

be measured accurately by the handling of the first government ap- 

propriation bill in the house. It is the one supplying appropriations for 

the Treasury and Postoffice Departments of Mr. Morgenthau and Gen- 
eral Farley. 

Mr. Morgenthau’s money requests were pared, rather than slashed. 
The extent was $6,000,000, leaving him a paltry $212,000,000 to carry 
on. More than half the paring came out of the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau, thus preventing Mr. Morgenthau from carrying out his grand idea 
of chasing taxpayers in a bigger and better way next year. Enlargement 
of most-of his other bureaus was permitted. 

General Farley’s desires were cut $12,000,000 to a bare $989,600,- 
000, which happens to be $30,000,000 more than he got last year. The 
excuse for the increase is that business is going to be better. 

Both Mr. Morgenthau and Mr. Farley were authorized to hire ap- 
proximately 5,000 more employes. 

The point of it seems to be that while economy is always in the air 
in Washington, it rarely gets down as far as the taxpayers’ pocket. There 
has-been many a slip ’twixt the lip and the budget.

HEALTH TALKS

Doctors have harped so much on 
the injuries done by overeating that 
few offenders hear them and none 
heed until their infirmities cramp their 
style in eating. 

Most persons eat three meals a day 
as a matter of custom, habit and ex- 
ample. The custom or habit has be- 
come fixed through generations or at 
least through the lifetime of the in- 
dividual. Yet quite frequently it ig 
an illogical habit, for the energy re- 
quirements of the individual may be 
far from the energy requirements of 
his ancestors who established the cus- 
tom, or his own output of energy 
may be lower now than it was when 
he developed the habit. His ancestors 
long ago, perhaps he himself in his 
more active career or vigorous youth, 


earned three square meals by hon 

work or play; in his codeniaes ioe 
collar, parasitic mode of life, perhaps 
living by his wits or, as he flatter- 
ingly calls it, “doing head work” or 
brain work,” actually has a much 


lowered output of energy and a cor- 


respondingly slow and lady-like metab- 
olism. So if force of example keeps 
him on the three-meals-a-day schedule 
when his most lifelike activity— 
in the grand- 


activity, it is not strange that so many 
things happen to him, to wit and for 
example: 

Now, children, this is going to hurt 
me more than it will-hurt you. But 
I’ve let myself in for it. Some of 
you will wonder when and where I 
wrote this.

Here in 
heaven they bowl the year around. 
In fact the greens are more nearly per- 
fect in winter than in summer.

In hearen 
here the air temperature, out of the 
direct sun, is usually around 60 to 
65 degrees F

we organized the Bread and Milk Club 
and frankly announced that it was just 
a scheme to inveigle overfed people 
into resting their overworked metab- 
olism ‘a bit. That was a happy com- 
promise, that phrase overworked me- 
tabolism.

Like Major General Oscar West- 
over, chief of the air corps, all of 
the commanders told the same story 
of inadequate defenses at the western 
outposts. Westover termed air de- 
fense for the possession “almost im- 
potent,” 

The measure, consequently, carried 
$3,379,511 for the coastal " defenses 
of the insular possessions, principally 
Hawaii, or $3,000,000 more than was 
recommended in the budget. A simi- 
lar boost to $3,915,591 would be 
granted for the United States’ own 
coast defense, with $1,223,892 more 
for Panama. The latter figure rep- 
resented a $725,000 increase over budg- 
et estimates for seacoast defense there. 

Committeemen explained that these 
allowances would go principally to- 
ward completing approved projects for 
the areas estimated tb cost $6,765,321, 
$15,610,143 and $9,316,342, respec- 
tively, 

In providing for an army enlisted 
strength of “not less than” 150,000 in 
the next fiscal year, the bill overrode 
the budget bureau’s request for an 
army of not more than 147,000, 

In so doing, the committee empha- 
sized the increase would enable bring- 
ing the Hawaiian and Panama garri- 
sons immediately to their full strength. 

12,000 Officers 

Last year, congress authorized a 
maximum army strength of 165.000. 
Actual appropriations. however, still 
will provide for 15,000 fewer men 
than the total allowed. 

On last October 31, 
139,763 enlisted men, not including 
those in the Philippines, and 11,943 
officers. The present bill would pro- 
vide for 12,000 officers in all. 

Calling attention to decreased ap- 
propriations for seacoast defense since 
the World War, the house appropria- 
tions committee reported: 

“S» little progress has been made 
that conditions generally have become 
extremely disturbing.

Bus Drivers’ Rules, 

Here they are: 

1. Keep to the right of center line 
of highway. 

2. Pass overtaken vehicles on the 
left, but only after sounding horn and 
only when road ahead is so clear as 
to permit getting back to the right 
with a safe clearance and with a 
wide margin of safety. 

3. Under no circumstances attempt 
to pass an overtaken vehicle at an in- 
tersection, on a curve, or approaching 
the crown of a hill, 

4. At intersections, be prepared to 
stop if vehicle on intersecting road is 
moving onto intersection and do not 
try to take the right of way, as the 
other driver may not have control of 
his vehicle. 

». Keep far enough back of the 
vehicle ahead to allow a safe braking 
distance in the event that other ve- 
hicle makes a sudden stop. Except in 
emergency, do not stop so suddenly 
as to cause collision by following ve- 
hicle, 

Signal for Turns. 

6. Signal before making a turn, and 
further insure safety by looking to see 
whether a vehicle is approaching from 
the rear. Wait before pulling out 
from curb until making such observa- 
tion, Again, remember that the ap- 
proaching vehicle may not be under 
control. . , 

7. Always keep both hands on steer- 
ing wheel and eyes on the road ahead 
driving. Look behind before 
backing. 

8. Stop before crossing all railroads 
and after carefully looking in both 
directions and listening, proceed only 
if it is safe beyond any possible doubt 
and then proceed in low gear, gears 
not being shifted until all tracks have 
been cleared. 

9. When stopping on highway, pull 
as far off hard surface as road condi- 
tions permit and where the stop is 
prolonged, see that the rear of vehicle 
is adequately protected. 

10. Do not operate at excessive 
speed at any time. At curves, blind 
crossings, crests of hills, 


the distance of clear vision.

society, united for their common good, 
to impart and acquire’ information 
about their common interests.”

This 
is plain enough when we consider 
that, if it were increased to a™high 
degree, as it could be if valid, it might 
well result in destroying both adver- 
tising and circulation.” 

British Practice. 


Detailing history of efforts to guar- 
antee freedom of the press, Sutherland 
said that for more than a century 
prior to the adoption of the first 
amendment—the one guaranteeing this 
freedom—“history discloses a _per- 
sistent effort on the part of the Brit- 
ish government to prevent or abridge 
the free expression of any opinion 
which seemed to criticize or exhibit in 
an unfavorable light, however truly, 
the agencies and operations of the 
government. 

“The struggle between the propon- 
ents of measures to that end and those 
who asserted the right of free expres- 
sion was continuous and unceasing. 
As early as 1644, John Milton, in an 
‘appeal for the liberty of unlicensed 
printing,’ assailed an act of parlia- 
ment which had just been passed pro- 
viding for censorship of the press 
previous to publication. | 

“He vigorously defended the right 
of every man to make public his hon- 
est views ‘without previous censure ;’ 
and declared the impossibility of find- 
ing any man base enough to accept 
the office of censor and at the same 
time good enough to be allowed to 
perform its duties... . 

Queen Anne’s Levy. 


“In 1712, in response to a message 
from Queen Anne, parliament imposed 
a tax upon all newspapers and upon 
advertisements. That the main pur- 
pose of these taxes was to suppress 
the publication of comments and crit- 
icisms objectionable to the crown does 
not admit a doubt. There followed 
more than a century of resistence to, 
and the evasion of, the taxes, and of 
agitation for their repeal. . . . These 
taxes constituted one of the factors 


| that aroused the Ame.'can colonists 
to protest against taxation for the 
home government; and. . . the Rev- 
'olution really began when, in 1765, 
‘that government sent stamps for 
‘newspaper duties to the American 
colonies. 

“These duties were quite commonly 
characterized as ‘taxes on knowledge’ 
a phrase used for the purpose of de- 
scribing the effect of the exactions 
and at the same. time condemning 
' them. 

.. “That the taxes had, and were in- 
tended to have, the effect of curtail- 
ing the circulation of newspapers, 
and particularly

Both | 
taxes met with such violent opposi- 
tion that the former was repealed in 
1786, and the latter in 1788. 


British Derivation. 


“The framers of the first amend- 
ment were familiar with the English | 
struggle, which then had continued 
for nearly 80 years and was destined 
to go on for another 65 years, at the | 
end of which time it culminated in a 
lasting abandonment of the obnoxious 
taxes. ‘The framers were likewise fa- 
miliar with the then recent Massa- | 
chusetts episode, and while that oc- 
currence did much to bring about the 
adoption of the amendment, the pre- 
dominant influence must have come 
from the English experience. 

“It is impossible to conceive that 
by the words ‘freedom of the press’ 
the framers of the amendment intend- 
ed to adopt merely the narrow view 
then reflected by the law of England 
that such freedom consisted only in 


immunity from previous censorship; 
for this abuse had then permanently 
disappeared from English practice. 

“It is equally impossible to believe 
that it was not intended to bring with- 
in the reach of these words such modes 
of restraint as were embodied in the 
two forms of taxation already describ- 
ed. Such belief must be rejected in 
the face of the then well-known pur 
pose of the exactions and the general 
adverse sentiment of the colonies in 
respect of them.... 

Effeeted by Methods. 

“In the light of all that has now 
been said, it is evident that the re- 
stricted rules of the English law in 
respect of the freedom of the press 
enforced when the constitution was 
adopted were never accepted by the 
American colonists, and that by the 
first amendment it was meant to pre- 
clude the national government, and by 
the 14th amendment to preclude the 
states, from adopting any form of 
previous restraint upon printed pub- 
lications, or their circulation, includ- 
ing that which had heretofore been 
effected by these two well-known and 
obvious methods. 

“This court had occasion in Near vs. 
Minnesota to discuss at some length 
the subject in its general aspect. ‘The 
conclusion there stated is that the ob- 
ject of the constitutional provisions 
was to prevent restraints on publica- 
tions, and the court was careful not 
to limit the protection of the right 
to any particular way of abridging it. 
Liberty of the press within the mean- 
ing of the constitutional provision, it 
was broadly said, meant ‘principally 
although not exclusively, immunity 


from previous restraints or (from) 
censorship.’ ... 

“Tt is not intended by anything we 
have said to suggest that the owners 
of newspapers are immune from any 
of the ordinary forms of taxation for 
support of the government. But this 
is not an ordinary form of tax, but one 
single in kind, with a long history 
of hostile misuse against the freedom 
of the press.” 

Milk Price Ruling. 

Another of the court’s major rulings 
today held: That * section of. the 
New York milk control act which per- 
mits independent dealers to sell milk 
1 cent cheaper than those with well- 
advertised trade names was constitu- 
tional. 

Another section limiting that right 
to independents in business prior to 
April 10, 1933, was outlawed. 

The court divided in another of its 


famous 5-to-4 rulings on the first 
phase of the milk question and split, 
6 to 3, on the second. 

Justices McReynolds, Sutherland, 
Van Devanter and Butler—generally 
regarded as “conservatives’—dissent- 
ed in the first instance. McReynolds 
said the majority’s views presented “a 
case of rank discrimipation.” 

In holding the othe? section invalid, 
Justices Brandeis, Stone and Cardozo 


—regarded as “liberals’—dissented. In 
both cases Justice Roberts delivered 
the opinions of the majority. 
Other Decisions. 
Other rulings included: 


1. Ed Hector, life convict, who acted | 
as his own lawyer, was denied a re-| 
view of his contention that the Cali-, 
fornia habitual criminal law was un- | 


constitutional because it was not ap- 
plied indiscriminately. He had typed 
out his own petition to the highest 
tribunal. 

2. Ed Levell, a lifer in the Kansas 
penitentiary, lost an effort to have 
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that state’s habitual criminal act set 
aside when his request for a review 
was denied. His iast conviction was 
for stealing 23 chickens valued at $2o. 
Long before the court convened the 
corridors of its $11,000,000 marble 
home were thronged with visitors hop- 
ing to get into the courtroom to hear 
the long-awaited TVA decision.

APPROPRIATION SLASH 


Says Body Played Into 
Hands of G. O. P. by Omit- 
ting Canal Fund. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—(7)— 
Senator Fletcher, democrat, Florida, 
said the house appropriations commit- 
tee “played into the hands of the re- 
publicans” by striking from the war 
appropriation bill today a $29,000,000 
item for the Florida ship canal and 
four other projects. 

Fletcher announced he would seek 
an amendment to the bill “to restore 
this $29,000,000 asked by the Presi- 
dent.”” The sum included $12,000,000 
for the canal. 

“I am confident the canal work 
will go on without a break,” he said, 
and added: 

“The committee played into the 
hands of the republicans who have 
been contending the President was 
without authority to initiate these 
projects, and have tried to make po- 
litical capital of it. The committee 
should have ratified these projects 
adopted by the President by approv- 
ing the appropriation. The commit- 
tee, in effect, confirmed the position 
of the republicans.” 

Fletcher contended the canal] “not 
only has run the gantlet of the corps 
of engineers, but PWA engineers and 
the President’s board of review, as 
well.” 

Representative J. Hardin Peterson, 
of Lakeland, Fla., appeared before the 
appropriations committee while it was 
considering the canal item. He said 
he took the position that projects 
already authorized by congress should 
be given precedence over those not 
authorized. 

Representative R. A. Green, of 
Starke, Fla.. said leading members of 
the appropriations committee had as- 
sured him $12,000,000 to $14,000,000 
“would be provided for the canal at 
this session of congress.” 

“Omission of the item from the War 
Department appropriation bill,” he 
stated, ‘cannot be taken as an adverse 
attitude- of committee members, but 
it was omitted on account of the un- 
usually large items otherwise neces- 
sary for first-line defense.” 

Army engineers said contracts for 
canal work now under way will run 
until July 1. Without additional 
funds, they estimated work might con- 
tinue for two months more without 
a large number of workers being dis- 
missed. 

A senate commerce subcommittee 
now is considering a resolution by 
Senator Vandenberg, republican. Mich- 
igan, to investigate the canal. Fletch- 
er said the subcommittee would meet 
Saturday when he is to present data 
to answer attacks upon the project.

Those words were a common say- 
ing at one time, and they still are 
used to some extent. People who 
speak them now are likely to mean 
that they will get to the top (that 
is, win some object) or die in the 
attempt.

As we trace back the saying, we. 
find that it did not mean getting to| 


it meant something else. Gold was 
found in the Pike’s peak region, and 
this led to a “gold rush” in the years 
1858 and 1859. Thousands of men 
from east of the Mississippi left their 
homes to try to make fortunes by go- 
ing to Colorado, There were no rail- 
roads across the plains at that time, 
and the overland journey wags loug, 
hard and costly. he men said that 


they would get to the Pike’s peak 
| region if they did not “bust” or “go 


bust” along the way—so we came to 
have the expression. 
Little gold was found at or close 


to the peak, but there were fairly 
rich discoveries “in the sands of 
Cherry creek”’ and elsewhere in Colo- 
rado. The chief value of the gold 


‘rush was to teach people more about 


the Rocky mountain region, and to 


|lead many persons to settle in Colo- 
rado. 


The Cherry creek gold was obtain- 
ed on the site of Denver, and two 
villages grew up. They were called 
St. Charles and Auraria, and were 
on opposite sides of the creek. 

Later the villages were combined as 
a single town, under the name of 
Denver. The name honored James 
William Denver, an Ohio newspaper- 
man and lawyer who had been gov- 
ernor of Kansas territory. 

After the passing of some years, 
Colorado was cut away from the Kan- 
sas territory, and in 1876 it became 
a state. The name “Colorado” was 
taken from the Spanish name of a 
river, and means “of red color.” The 
reddest mountains I have ever seen 
are in a section of western Colorado. 
The color comes from bare red rock, 
and there is such rock in other parts 
of the state. Some of the early set- 
tlers believed that a better name for 
the state would be “Jefferson,” but 
their wishes were not followed. 

In my recent travels through Col- 
rado, one of the cities I visited was 
There I saw the 
family—good friends whom I met dur- 
ing a journey to Europe eight years 
ago. John and Betty Stivers were 
children in 1928, but now they are 
students at the University of Colo- 
rado. John drove me up into the 
mountains, and we visited a small gold 
mine.

New Electric Needle Announced 


To Restart Heart After ‘Death’ 


(Copyright, 1936, by Associated Press.) 
NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—(/)—A 


new electric needle which restarts 
hearts that have stopped from angina 
pectoris, coronary thrombosis, electro- 


cution and shock and restores to life 
persons officially “dead” was pro- 
nounced here tonight. 


As an example of its possibilities 
the death of “Roxy,” Samuel Rotha- 
fel, was cited. Had the new needle 
been available soon after his heart 
stopped the radio entertainer might 
be alive today. He would still have 
his heart ailment, but no worse than 
before an untimely stoppage cut his

The new needle was announced by 
Albert S. Hyman, M. D., at the fifth 
Carolina Greenwood lecture, held 
jointly by the section on aviation medi- 
cine of the medical department, United 
States naval service of the third dis- 
trict and of the Witkin Foundation 
for the study and prevention of heart 
isease, 

This needle is a development of the 
“pacemaker” needle announced by 
Dr. Hyman about three years ago. The 
new one uses a different kind of 
electrical current to start hearts. With 
all equipment, it is only the size of 
a hand flashlight and runs on a 
single, dry cell battery. The old nee- 
dle required 40 pounds of equipment. 

In agina pectoris and coronary 
heart troubles, the types of heart 
disease which kill many of the lead- 
ers of business, industry and gov- 
ernment, the new needle offers its 
best opportunity for advances. 

Between 150 and 200 of these two

The needle and current do not cure 
é cause of the trouble. But they 
make a heart start beating again and 
many cases, the heart once re- 
ted keeps on going for months or 
years, 

This quality of the heart has been 
thoroughly proved in cases of death 
by shock, particularly of the person 
who stands on a wet bathroom floor, 
reaches for the electric light fixture 
receives a fatal shock. This 


sor have restored to life nearly 1,000 
persons in the United States who had 
“died” like that either of electrical or 
other cases. 

Angina and coronary troubles are in 
a different class, Dr. Hyman said. 
Yet many of them resemble electric 
shock deaths to some extent, in that

gets so bad it stops beating, without 
destroying the heart’s ability, provid- 
ed it can be restarted after the mo- 


irreparable deterioration in brain or 
nerves is likely to set in. 

The needle is thrust into the right 
auricle of the heart. There it delivers 
a peculiar kind of current to the 
heart, designed to stimulate the or- 
gan’s natura] physio-electrical im- 
pulses to beat. The current in the new 
needle is direct, with its positive flow 
interrupted once a second. The nega- 


tive flow remains constant, Dr. Hy- 
man said. 


He explained that the positive elec- 
tricity alone is used to induce beating 
because it has been found that the 
positive current possesses more power 
of stimulation over the heart. The 
needle is fixed in the end of the 
“heart flashlight.”’ 


The flash itself is 12 inches long 
and about two-and-a-half inches in 
diameter. It operates on a 11-2 volt 
dry cell. The heart current comes 
from a little induction coil acterated by 
this small battery. The beating is pro- 
duced by aid of a 60-cycle motor like 
those used in electric clocks. 


The beat from this 60-cycle time is 
reduced by gears to oe a second, 
communicated to the positive side of 
the needle, Dr. Hyman said, by a 
make-and-break hammer, 


The old “pacemaker” needle at- 
tempted to imitate the electrie cur- 
rent natural in the beat mechanism of 
the normal heart.

‘Cody Says ‘Gators 
Look ‘Mighty Small’; 


GAINESVILLE, FLA., Feb. 10—(AP)—Josh Cody, new University 
of Florida football coach, took a first look at his charges today and 
pronounced them “mighty small.” 

Nearly 100 aspirants turned out for the first spring practice and 
were put through a stiff workout. 

Cody’s first assistant, Lew Hardage, agreed the candidates were 
small. 

The soft-spoken Cody, former head coach at Clemson and an 
assistant at Vanderbilt, told the squad he had no opinions as to the 
relative merits of players. 

“This is the number one session for each of us,” he declared, 
‘“‘and it is our purpose to get acquainted and to learn first hand what 
each player possesses in the way of football abilities.” 

He added ability is not all that is necessary, 

“I have seen some large men, physically as perfect as you would 
want to see, who had speed, natural ability to a marked degree, superb 
coordination, yet they were not football players,” he commented. 
“They did not have the proper competitive spirit. We are going to 
look for that in you boys, as we look of course for the other qualities.”’ 

He stressed the importance of each player learning his individual 
assignment and carrying it out. 

After a thorough routine drill in perfect weather, Cody wound up 
the afternoon by giving the players some formations. 

“There will be no secret practices, no closing of the gates to 
students, alumni and friends of the university,” he declared. 

Cody will stay here until Friday, when he returns to Vanderbilt to 
finish the season with the basketball team. While he is away, Hardage 
will be in charge. 

Members of the all-alumni coaching staff in charge of university 
athletics for three years will assist in directing the spring workouts. 
Later, Cody is expected to pick assistants from their ranks.

mother and married the girl secretly. 

The mother, Senora Concha Rivero, 
was completely surprised today when 
she learned through the United Press 
that her 19-year-old daughter, Maria 
Elena,-and Pombo were married in a 
civil ceremony. The news leaked out 
when Pombo: invited a friend to at- 
tend a religious ceremony tomorrow. 

Not suspecting that the girl's moth- 
er was ignorant of the marriage, 
Pombo’s friend gave the secret away. 
Senora Rivero apparently decided it 
useless to attempt to stop the church 
wedding, since the civil marriage had 
been performed. But she said she 
would not attend tomorrow’s cere- 
mony. 

The mother, worth several million 
pesetas, had forbidden Maria Elena 
to marry before she was 21 and sent 
her to the convent six weeks ago to 
prevent her from seeing Pombo. 

The handsome young flyer, whose 
difficulties on last summer’s roman- 
tic flight caught the sympathetic at- 
tention of the world, disregarded the 
mother’s objections and took the will- 
ing girl from the convent without 
even a “by your leave.”

They rented a small building at 
Warm Springs in September, 1933.
